WITH THE BRITISH ARMY, in France, Aug. 18, via London, 
Aug. 19—With the sky clear for artillery observations, following the 
heavy rains, the English and French attacked the. German lines this 
afternoon along the entire front from the Ancre to the Somme, where 
the blows during the past six weeks have broken the German first line 
everywhere, and the second line at many points. 

From the ridge above Pozieres, where the battered stone ruins of 
a windmill stand, to the highest point on the horizon, along the edges 
of Bloody High wood and thence along Delvillé or ‘‘ Devil’s’’ wood to 
the lower level of the Somme Valley, where there has been no cesua- 
tion in the fighting or the pounding of the guns, day after day, there 
was a continuous cloud of smoke from the bursting shells this after- 
noon as the British and French guns united in their thunders, 

The British made gains on either side of Guillemont, where the 
Germans still hold the fortification of their old second line and have 
their heaviest concentration of uns, The fighting is still in prog- 
ress at this writing.

LONDON, Aug. 18—The present week brought within range of prac- 
tieal polities a reform which many of its advocates feared the war would 
postpone perhaps for a generation—the right of women to vote. 


The strongest force against the realization of woman suffrage in the 
years immediately preceding the war was the determined opposition of 
Premier Asquith, hence his virtual conversion, when he said in the House 
of Commons on Monday that the undertaking of new franchise and reg- 
istration reforms in the midst of a great war was too complex and con- 
troversial a problem, and implying that any néw bill for franchise reforms 
in the future must, of necessity, include women, was a great surprise,

“The following war’ material also 
was brought in: One Krupp 75 battery 
of four guns complete with accessor- 
jes and 4,000 rounds of ammunition; 
2,300 rifles with 1,000,000 rounds of 
ammunition; nine German machine 
guns with 30 boxes of ammunition; 
large quintities of material and equip- 
ment of all kinds; 500 camels and 100 
horses.

LABOR SHORTAGE 
ACUTE IN OTTAWA 


Farm Laborers Have All Gone 
West, Say Farmers of That 
District

OTTAWA, Aug. 18.—Lured by re- 
ports of record wages in the west, so 
many farm laborers have left the 
country districts around Ottawa that 
the labor shortage for rhe harvest here 
is more acute than ever.

BUBONIC PLAGUE 
CARRIED BY RATS 


Three Cases in Bristol—Rats Are 
Thought to Have Been Pur- 
posely Inoculated 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

New York, Aug. 18.—A cable to the 
World from Hristol, England, dated 
yesterday, says: 

Three cases of the dreaded bubonic 
plague have been discovered in Bris- 
tol, on the southwest coast of England, 
along one of the greatest British ports 
in foreign trade. 

Dr. Davis, health officer of Bristol 
port, said to the correspondent today: 
“The three cases have been traced to 
rats, which, it is supposed were in- 
oculated purposely with bubonic 
plague. 

“There is no evidence that the dl- 
sease was brought here on a ship or 
that the infection came from America, 
The method by which the disease was 
introduced is obscure, but is being in- 
vestigated carefully.”

The trees one sees ornamenting the 
grounds are spruce, Austrian pine, 
Russian and Carolina popular, birch, 
mountain ash, or the Rowan tree, 
Manitoba maple, weeping brich and 
elm. These are to be seen in various 
periods of development in the nursery, 
All are tested out before’ they are 
placed in the grounds; and how they 
have been attuned to climatic and 
soil conditions one has only to look 
ut those transplanted in the spring a 
year ago. 

Strange, however, as it 
knowing the time and labor it 
sumes, growing trees, shrubs 
flowers does not monopolize all Mr, 
Urqubart’s attention, He has a veg- 
etable garden as well, ylelding pota- 
toes and celery, tomatoes, pumpkins 
and vegetable marrow, But it must

He remarked that there was hardly 
any need to explain the objects of the 
society, which were to foster the 
hobby of gardening and the beautifi- 
eation of the city, an@ he thought that 
a look around showed what had been 
acomplished in these directions, 

His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor 
said he appreciated the honor they 
had accorded him, and congratulated 
them on the remarkuble display of 
flowers and vegetables. That they 
had been able to show such an ad- 
vance on other years at a time when 
there were so many other serious mat- 
ters to receive attention, showed the 
increased interest in gardening that 
had been uroused by the society, They 
had their place in the development of 
the country, and were teaching many 
useful lessons. Gardening helped to 
make the home beautiful, and the in- 
mates happy. It gave the young a 
love for natural objects, and what was 
more gaye them the first lessons in 
industry. 

His Honor made a tour of the 
benches, and expressed his pleasure at 
the splendid specimens of horticulture 
that were exhibited.

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Flowers are grown for love and 
beauty, and vegetables for love 
of use. The wealth of flowers 
and vegetables—the combination 
of use and-beauty—shown at the 
Horticultural Exhibition of yes- 
terday and today was a revelation 
to those fortunate enough to be 
there, Wild flowers are beautiful, 
and are abundant in this district, 
but wild flowers lack the interest 
of the human touch that belongs 
to flowers from the garden. As 
was so happily said by His Honor 
the Lieutenant-Governor in open- 
ing the show, the cultivation of 
flowers is an education in the love 
of beauty that sweetens and 
brightens life—that, indeed, makes 
life worth living: The number of 
exhibitors, and the many varieties 
ef flowers shown, speak well for 
Edmonton and its people; indica- 
ting that conditions are favorable 
for the production of beauty, ant 
that.with very many.of the people 
the growing of flowers is a labor of 
love. There can’t be much wrottg 
with the hearts of the people who 
enjoy the beauty of flowers and 
are willing to make the exertions 
or sacrifices necessary to produce 
them. The growing of flowers is 
a proper source of pride to those 
who grow them, and of pleasure 
to all who pass by the gardens 
where they are. By holding their 
annual show, the Edmonton Horti 
cultural Soeiety does great work 
in educating the people of city 
and country to the possibilities of 
beauty which are ready to their 
hand. 


As flowers stand for beauty, so 
vegetables stand for use. Although 
somewhat early in the season, the 
show of vegetables was of an 
equal standard of excellence with 
that of flowers. There was ample 
evidence that table needs, which 
are imported by the tens of thoys: 
ands of dollars worth, can be pro- 
duced in. Edmonton of quality 
equal to the best imported. Rhu- 
barb, celery and cauliflower, not to 
mention potatoes, cabbages, cu- 
cumbers, ete, were there to show 
what the soil and climate of Ed- 
monton ean do when backed by 
Jabor and good-will. However 
much we may fall short of other 
regions in other products, in 
ordinary garden vegetables Ed- 
monton leads in quality and quan- 
tity.

To win the war is, ov cup ht to 
be, the first and last effort of every 


citizen of the allied nations. 
Whatever is necessary to that 
great end should be done and done 
gladly—whether in the way of 
active effort or sacrifice either of 
life, property or rights. This is 


the realization that the great ma- 
jority of British people have of 
the pressing urgency of the esse. 
Free speech, expressing free 
thought, is at the very foundation 
of British liberty. The establish- 


ment of the press censorship both | 


leaders. If the leaders systemati- 
cally deceive the people by the 
abuse of the censorship they show 
a lack of confidence in the people 
which is necessarily reflected in a 
lack of confidence by the people in 
their leaders. When people find 
that what was represented to 
them as brilliant successes were 
really tragic failures, they are 
bound to discount reports of sue- 
cesses that may be real. War is 
a matter of life or death—both 
personal and national. If honeaty 
is the best policy in the ordinary 
affairs of ife, how much more true 
must be the same principle when 
applied to the terrible affairs of 
war? 

Disagreeable facts may be con- 
cealed for a time—but only for a 
time. Delay in Gisclosure does 
not prevent disclosure. But it 
delays remedy of the error made, 
On the question of the efficiency of 
the Ross rifle the censorship was 
systematically and persistently 
used to prevent the facts from 
reaching the public, who were pay- 
ing for the rifles and supplying 
the men whose lives were lost be- 
cause of its inefficiency, The ter.

The war is being carried on bot) 
in men and money by the people 
at large. To win it will call for 
the use of every resource in men 
and money, in devotion and sacri- 
fice, of which the whole people are 
capable. Without that ultimate 
devotion and sacrifice on the part 
of the people the war cannot be 
won by us. Unless the people 
have the right outlook regarding 
the war as shown by its succession 
of events, they cannot view it 
from the proper angle and there- 
fore are not able to bring to bear 
upon its many and terrible pro- 
blems the full foree of their 
interest, devotion and sacrifice, 

The proper and ostensible pur- 
pose of the press censorship is to 
prevent information of military 
value from reaching the enemy, 
and to prevent the spread of mis- 
leading news or of disloyal 
opinions that would tend to 
weaken our own military efforts. 
Recognizing the fact that to 
serve these purposes would help to 
win the war, the censorship was 
accepted without a murmur on 
both sides of the Atlantic, While 
the principle of governmental re- 
striction of the publication of 
military news, and expressions of 
opinion regarding military mat- 
ters, is still freely accepted, the 
same cannot be said of the pclicy 
and administration of the censor- 
ship. The experience of the past 
two years has proven that the 
policy has not been merely to limit 
publication of news or opinions 
that would be of advantage to the 
enemy, but as far as_ pos- 
sible suppress information 
that would cause reflection 
by our own people upon the 
management of our own mili- 
tary affairs and operations; and 
still worse to distort assumed 
statements of fact so that entirely 
mistaken impressions have been 
conveyed. 

The censorship was not aceepted 
by the people for the purpose of 
having themselves deceived  re- 
garding matters in which their in. 
terest was so vital. They cannot

correctly informed as to the events 
that have taken place, 
Military success is largely based 


on confidence of victory, Any- 
thing that tends to shake the conf.- 
dence of the people in the good 
faith of those who are vharged 
with the conduct of the war intro- 
duces an element, of uncertainty 
and consequent irresolution that is 
fatal to success, It is to be re 
gretted that the reports of warlike 
operations passed by the censor’s 
office have not been such plain 


as a protest against this legisla- 
tion. They have secured the nomi- 
nation of a Conservative opposed 
to Prohibition, and are now work- 
ing to get a Liberal candidate in 
the field who will take the same 
views. The Toronto Star, Liberal 
and Prohibitionist, takes the view 
that as the banish the bar policy 
is the issue.

But inthe case of 
Canada, at any rate, it has been 
systematically, and as a matter of 
Government policy, used to pro- 
tect inefficiency and even rascality 
from public knowledge and public 
criticism, and therefore from 
prompt and efficient remedy. 

The war cannot be won by 
merely humbugging the people 
who are waging it, under any pre- 
tence. It enn only be won by 
superior efficiency; and superior 
efficieney can only be secured by 
the elimination of inefficiency. 
The frat step towards the elimina- 
tion of inefficiency is its exposure, 
which the censorship is at present 
systematically and chiefly used to 
prevent,

The aun and nioon attract the earth 
as a magnet attracts tron, especially 
the moon because of its nearness, As 
it revolves around the earth the moon 
draws up the water beneath in a sort 
of heap, thua.causing high tide. 

But there is also a high tide wn the 
opposite side of the earth, where there 
is no moon, ‘This is because the moon 
attracts the inervening solid body of 
the earth with greater force than the 
water on the more distant side, Thus 
water ia drawn up from the earth on 
the moon side, and the earth is pulled 


than lunar tides, When the sun and 
moon are in the right position, rela- 
tively to each other and the earth, they 
bull together and cause spring tides, 
When they are in such a position that 
they counteract each other, we bave 
neap tides.

Lieut. Clifford Reilly Writes Of 
Their Wonderfully Precise 
and Accurate Work 


“Oh, it's a great game,” Writes 
Lieut. Clifford B. Reilly, now of the 
4a¢%nd Highlanders (Black Watch), 
brother of James E. Reilly, Bdmentoen, 
secretary of the provincial board of 
public wtilities, after describing the 
efficiency of the Canadian artillery 

“Our artillery,” he states “is getting 
much stronger In this séction. I bad 
several opportunities of watching their 
cfficers take observations and ‘phone 
their guns to shoot It is wonderfully 
precise and accurate work, At one 
point we saw through a telescope a 
big bunch of Germans marching tu 
their lines, The officer ‘phoned their 
position, and four big shells exploded 
In their midst in about two minutes, 
Then we could see their stretcher- 
bearers hustling about like ants in a 
kicked over ant hill,” 

Visit From M.P.'s, 

Lieut. Reilly mentions that one of 
his brother officers is a professor from 
Woodstock, and that on the afternoon 
of July 20, they had a call from sev- 
eral M.P.'s, including Knowles _ of 
Saskatchewan and Armstrong of B.C. 
‘Tt will be interesting,” he comments, 
‘to see the story they will publish of 
toeir visit to the ‘front lines. We are 
nome twelve miles away from it here, 
ind find the change mighty pleasant. 

“T have finished my first trip to the 
trenches and feel none the worst for 
ti. The greatest privation ts water 
Never to Wash your hands or face gives 
you an unpleasant suspicion of being 
dirty. Gad; what a luxury and draw 
u bucket of cold water on getting back 
tc camp! We won't go in for several 
weeks and will have a good rest, There 


{fs not much chance for sleeping on 
the line which the Canadians are 
bolding.” 


Meets His Brother, 

Pte, Chas. F. Reilly in a letter home 
tells of meeting his brother. “Tt was 
cne of the surprises of my life to run 
into old ‘B’ out here. Somehow I 
didn't expect him out, although I 
hnew they were sending out new of- 
ficers in bunches, despite the fact 
they had only been in England a short 
time. IL had just come out of the ‘Y' 
(the Y.M.C.A, hut where he had been

PASS TO LONDON

Two of Them Had Scrap in the 
Trenches To Decide’ the 
Question 


How two Edmonton soldiers fought 
each other in order to decide the 
question as to who should get the 
credit of having captured a German, 
ko that the victor would have a chance 
of getting a pass to London, is related 
in a letter received in the eity this 
week, The names, for obvious reas- 
ons, cannot be published. 

“A German,” the letter say’, “gave 
himself up, to two of our fellows, but 
that started an argument as to who 
should have him. They took off their 
coats and agreed to fight. The win- 
ner was to take him and tell the O.C, 
what a big fight he had had to take 
him, and in this way he would get a 
pass to England, The prisoner had to 
stand and look on while they fought, 
but finally the bigger of the two won. 
He got his pass all right.” 

Another instance showing the will- 
ingness of the Germans to accept cap- 
ture is related as follows: 

“Two Scots were bringing a bunch 
of German prisoners along in a trench, 
when a shell came along and buried 
the two. of them. The prisoners, in- 
stead of trying to get away, turned 
around, dug the Scotsmen out, handed 
them their rifles, and all moved on as 
if nothing had happened.”

COAL PRICES 
EXPECTED TO 
BE ON ADVANCE 


Shrinkage in Output Combined 
With Increased Cost of Sup- 
plies Given as Reason 


The concensus of opinion of all in 
the trade is that there will be a shrink- 
age in the coal output during the 
coming season, and that as a conse- 
quence of this, combined with the in- 
creased cost of all supplies for the 
prosecution of the industry, prices will 
be higher than the average. In view 
of this the injunction in point is to 
stock up early, Not only will this 
eut down the expense of the fuel bill 
but it will assure householder and 
business man alike that he will have 
cn hand the wherewithall for heating 


und power production when the day 
of scarcity arrives, In winter time, 
even under ordinary conditions, there 
is the possibility of a searcity owing 
to severe weather, But owing to the 
war, extraordinary conditions will 
have to be faced this winter, not the 


least being that there will be a short- 
#ge in production in censequence of 
the usual supply of labor not being 
avelilable, 
Saskatchewan Stocking Up. 
According to C, G, Sheldon of the 
Humberstone Coal company, the peo- 


ple of Saskatchewan are stocking up 
early, which information should be a 
hint to the people of the Edmonton 
district to do likewise. The company 
has vlready booked 50,000 tons for 
points in the eastern province, Al- 
though the mine is developing the 
largest output in its history, he does 
not think the company will reach 


more than sixty per cent of its capa 
city during the approaching season. 
“The enormous increase in the cost of 
explosives, steel for wire rope, and all 
other supplies, is a very serious fac- 
tor,’ he says, “in mining this year, 
Labor shortage is not the only thing 
that will put the prices up.” 

Mr. Sheldon stated that so far as 
the local end of the tr > was con- 
cerned, but a few had taken advant- 
age of the July and August prices to 
stock up, and he added, “There is no 
question in my mind that coal has got 
to go up in price this winter,”

GROWING ONE 


Province Contains 144, Per Cent. 
of World’s Known Supply. 
Business in Infancy 


An industry of Alberts that is grow- 
ing, although it is in the veriest stage 


ot initial development, is coul min- 
ing; and whem it is stated that the 
province contains 14 1-2 per cent of 
the world’s known coal supply, and 
that its actual and probable reserves 
are estimated at 1,075,039,000,000 
metric tons, some idea is given of 
these vast mineral resources of the 


commonwealth. Much of this great 
wealth is located in the northland, 
and in the outcropping in the rivers 
visitor and settler have visual evi- 
dence of the riches of the country 
that are but awaiting the march of 
civilization to be brought into the 
service of man, 
(Reduces Living Cost, 

This prolific coal supply moans 
much to the agriculturist as it does 
to the dweller in the towns and cities. 
It makes for the reduction of the 
cost of living and larger profits for 
the farmer; and when the intending 
settler knows that he has practically 
at his door an abundance of fuel, to 
be obtained at exceptionally low rates, 
this mest be an important consider- 
ation in his determination as to where 
he will locate 

Last year some four million toms 
of coal were extracted from the 280 
mines in operation in the province, 
which employ seven thousand men. 

The increasing activities in the coal 
flelds bring additional responsibility 
upon this branch of the government, 
Which is part of the public works 
department. Coal cannot be mined 
Without accidents oceurring, and the 
steps taken iby the department, in co- 
operation with those interested in the 
industry in the province, have result- 
ed in t system of mine reseue and 
first aid training being put in, opera- 
tion This work is being extended 
and improved each year, and has 
been instrumental in rendering the 
Sreatest service to those engaged in 
this hazardous occupation, 

Natural Gas, 

In addition to the coal there are 
Vast quantities of natural gas both 
in the southern, central, and northern 
Parts of the province, Development 
of this fleld has taken place in fhe 
southern part of Alberta, and the 
cities of Calgary, Medicine Hat and 
Lethbridge are lighted with the pro- 
duct, jBut, as in the case of coal, the 
province is Only on the fringe of the 
development of the natural gas in- 
dustry, the® possibilities of which can, 
with a fair amount of accuracy be 
said to be incalculable, ;

What led, says Mr. Schallert, to the 
belief that there was a rich vein of 
coal in the district was the discovery 
by the farmer on whose lands the 
operations are now in progress, While 
sinking a well he ran through six feet 
of coal, 

The railway company, alive to the 
yocts of development of the in- 
dustry, have begun the erection of a 
735 feet spur to the mine. 


34 MINES ARE 
WORKING NOW 
AT EDMONTON 


In the Edmonton district, which 
supplies the area embraced between 
I'vansburg to the west, Tofield to the 
east, Cardiff to the north end Ellers- 
lie to the south, and where all the 
coal mined is lignite, there are in op- 
eration at present 34 mines, capable of 
producing a total output of 1,900,000 


tons per year, assuming 250 working 
days, The actual output produced 
during i9t5 frop this territory was 


457,980 tons, or 2..1 per cent, of what 
the mines were capable of doing. Of 
the amount produced during 1915, 
$75,923 tons were sold for consump- 
tion in’ Alberta, 495 tons in’ British 
Columbia, 80,031 tons in Saskatche 
wan, and only 1,531 tons in Manitoba, 
The average number of days worked 


per month throughout the year was 
17.3, but it must also be remembered 
that the number of men employed 


during the months of April to Septem- 
ber inclusive, is also materially re- 
duced, 

The number of men employed last 
winter was 617, It is about half that 
now. 

Advantage To City. 

Looked at from the point of view 
of the advantage of the industry to 
Edmonton and assuming that each 
ton of coal meant a pay roll of $1.25 
at the mines, the amount of money 
turned over during the year, in the 
Edmonton district, would be $572,475, 
whereas had the mines worked stead- 
ily for even 250 days the turnover 
would have been $2,375,000, over four 
times the amount realized. In view 
of the fact that practically all of this 
money would pass through the city 
of Edmonton, the natural distributing; 
centre for all these mines, it is of the 
utmost importance to the city if some- 
thing coyld be done to enable the 
mines in the district to work more 
steadily than they have been doing in 
past years, 

In support of the argument for the 
widening of the fleld of development 
attention can be called to the fact that 
the loeal mining conditions are ex- 
tremely favorable when compared with 
those in other parts of the province, 
The Edmonton district contains an 
enormous quantity of lignite coal of 
good quality, while all the more im- 
portant mines are connected to the 
C.N., G.T.P. and C.P, railways. It is 
also in a splendid position as to ship- 
ping facilities,

Sanadian Bond Broker Discusses 
the Refinancing Scheme of 
Man., Sask, and Winnipeg 


Discussing with The Monetary 
Times, the re-financing scheme, adopt- 
ed by Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Winnipeg, a Canadian bond broker 
said: “IT have misgivings in regard to 
the wisdom of disturbing Canadian 
securities that are well sold in Lon- 
don for 30 or 40 years to come, The 
report that large blocks of Canadian 
bonds are coming back to New York 
from London has already had its ef- 
fect upon new financing within my 
personal experience, Canada should 
wish to take advantage of the United 
States market, and not take a step of 
such magnitude that might seriously 
interfere with her own re-financing in 
the United States in two, three, five or 
ten yeurs. 

“It is a question in the United States 
market of supply and demand, The 
English investor is satisfied with the 
Canadian bond that he now holds. The 
British government has not in its wis- 
dom demiunded the mobilization of 
Canadian securities, The government 
will not penalize the home investor in 
order to compel him to turn into the 
treasury his Canadian bond holdings, 
Then in the interest of present day 
financing, for the sake of a small pre- 
sent profit, and in order to preserve 
for us the United States market, why 
not let well enough alone?” 

Doubt In the Market. 

Considerable doubt exists in the Ca- 
nadian bond market as to whether any 
substantial amount of the Canadian 
securities desired can be mobilized in 
Great Britain, says the Monetary 
Times, It is thought also that the 
British treasury will not deem it de- 
sirable to penalize those holders of 
the securities who do not desire to 
sell, The Canadian Gazette, of Lon- 
don, England, which is in close touch 
with Canadian finance in the world's 
metropolis, says: “Further comments 
in Canadian newspapers show that the 
idea still prevails that provincial go- 
vernment securities in this market can 
be purchased as a prelude to creations 
for the United States. Nothing is 
more certain that no appreciable 
amount can be = got at the present 
prices, and one would think that the 
present and future requirements of 
Canadian borrowers will of themselves 
suffice to satisfy the appetite of Unit-

Agriculture, Exhaustively Discusses 


the Subject—Points to Practical Effect of Egg Circles 
and Organized Wool Sales. 


Those who have lived in Alberta 
any length of time Know that we have 
a wonderfully productive provinee, In 
the matter of soil and climate, while 
there are soils which are not pro- 
ductive; and while there are unfayor- 
able seasons, yet these are conditions 
confronting the farmer in any country 
and it is a matter very largely of 
ndapting our practice to conditions in 
order that we may succeed, On ac- 
eount then of our soil and our éli- 
mate, our free land and to some ex- 
tent because we live under the British 
flag, there have been many people 
from other lands flock to this Can- 
udian West and I venture to make the 
stutement that immigration has only 
commenced, If lam any judge, after 
this wer is over, there will be a large 
influx and the question which con- 
fronts us today is-——what position are 
we in to receive them and how are we 
going to keep them. We have the 
land; the climate—-we will have the 
men. Many of them will not under- 
stand farm methods but to some ex- 
tent that can be overcome = through 
the organizations carrying on agricul- 
tural instruction, such as experi- 
mental farms, demonstration farms, 
agricultural schools, departments of 
agriculture, faculties of agriculture, 
agricultural press bulletins, ete. There 
is little doubt that our production will 
increase, If so, we must provide some 
better kind of organization for mare 
keting the surplus products. Aside 
from the matter of looking to the fu- 
ture in the marketing of a probable 
surplus we have an actual surplus at 
the present time which requires at- 
tention, There is little doubt that 
more people would be on the land 
now if the business were more profit- 
able, We talk ubout keeping young 
people on the land, I believe the 
remedy is to make the business of 
farming a paying one and the problem 
is solved, It is agreed that the man 
Who tills the soil does not receive re- 
turns commensurate with the labor 
and capital expended and the ability 
necessary to carry out the work, 


Fundamentaliy Wrong. 

4 seems to me that this is funda- 
mentally wrong since agriculture is 
the basic industry in’ the Dominion 
and since practically all other indus- 
tries and enterprises so completely de- 
pend upon it,, If our agriculture fails, 
most of the other enterprises suffer 
severely. If it succeeds, times for all 


aire prosperous, But we may have 
great production and yet not enjoy 
prosperity, In times of prosperity, 


other enterprises flourish pretty much 
in proportion to the efficiency of their 
organization for marketing. The pe- 
cullar part of the maiter is that near- 
ly all other industries have the mar- 
keting end most highly organized, 
While for agriculture there is practic- 
ally no organization, The farmer does 
not ship his goods when a demand ex- 
ints, Frequently, some buyer comes 
out and offers him as little as he 
thinks he dare and too often the far- 
mer accepts, In fact, I would go so 
far as to say that there are cases 
where there are organizations oper- 
ating among farmers which divide the 
districts in which they will buy, one 
agent not entering on the other's ter- 
ritory.. Not much chance for the 
principle of competition to work there, 
There are cases where the farmer 
knows he must accept the buyer's bid 
or keep his' goods another season, 
Value of Organization. 

Then again I would direct your at- 
tention to another great loss to the 
farmer, where there is no organization 
to direct the trade. It frequently hap- 
pens that goods are shipped long dist- 
inoga.to distributing houses with the 
hea¥y' freight, only to be shipped back 
over the same lines by the distributing 
house where the goods are finally dis- 
posed of to the consumer. A case 
came to my notice a short time ago 
where Steele-Briggs of Toronto pur- 
chased six cars of Alberta timothy 
seed and shipped it to Toronto with 
a freight charge of over $3006 per car, 
They put it through their warehouse,

loaded it again and shipped some of 
it back to British Columbia where It 
Was sold to farmers after the $300 per 
ear had been paid for the return 
freight. Is this economy? Again, we 
shipped last year to Fort William 100,- 
000 tons of weed seeds from the prai- 
rie farms, Many of these weed seeds 
are good feed for stock, They were 
shipped to Fort William, the freight 
paid on them, the grain was docked 
when it got there, so that nothing was 
paid for the seeds, They were clean- 
ed out, shipped across the line to Min- 
neapolis ond manufactured into fill- 
ers for stock foods and some of them 
shipped back to the prairies and sold 
as medicine for stock, Loés this look 
like economy? This is what we would 
call bad medicine, 

Let us consider some of the work of 
organizations Which we have for mar- 
keting of farm products, 


Egg Ciretes, 


First ege circles. ‘Chis has made 
more progress in Jastern Canada 
than In the west because there is more 
poultry and because settlement is clos- 
er. It has attained great success in 
Prince Edward Island. There, prac- 
tically all the eggs are sold through 
these circles. This year we have had 
eight associations organized in Al- 
berta by Mr. Benson, representative of 
the Dominion Government, An asso- 
ciation is formed in a certain district 
for the sole purpose of selling eggs. 
Fach member agrees to sell his or her 
eges only through the association, 
Some of them deposit $5 which goes 
to form a fund on which to finance 
the sales, By this means an advance 
is made on each shipment as soon as 
made, The eggs are sent to the best 


market and as soon as sold, the bal- | 


ance of payment is forwarded to the 
shipper, less the cost of shipping and 
handling. In the first place, the eggs 
are all graded, being sold on grade, 
The identity of the eggs is preserved 
until they reach the grader. The per- 
son supplying the best grade gets paid 
for them accordingly, and so the per- 
son supplying a poor grade is penaliz- 
ead for duing so, instead of everyone 
sharing in the loss which should be- 
long only to the careless one. Then 
‘again, the eggs are sent direct to cold 
storage a8 soon as possible. No eggs 
ean be shipped from the farm after 
they are three or four days old. Think® 
of the loss in the present system where 
eges remain in the nest for a cuvple of 
days or a weelk, then in the heuse for 
a while, then sent to the store only to 
be exposed to the hot sun or to be put 
in some poorly ventilated cellar, Fur- 
thermore, when the eggs are graded, 
| one grade may be demanded in one 
| market and another grade elsewhere 
and so the trade can be properly dir- 
ected, the whole work being done with 
li minimum of cost and a maximum of 
efficiency because done by co-opera- 
tion and handled by experts who know 
the trade. So much for eggs, let us 
turn to wool, 


Marketing Wool. 


Up until three years ago, wool was 
selling from lle te 14¢e per pound and 
even lower. This year it was sold at 
from 30c to 85¢ per pound, and while 
I realize that general conditions have 
caused a-rise in the market, yet IT am 
satisfied that the various wool grow- 


ers’ organizations have had a_ very 
great tendency in steadying and in- 
creasing the market, At present there 
fre several wool growers’ associations 
operating in the province, At Edmon- 
onton, Calgary, “Lethbridge, Innisfail, 
Pincher Creek and Lacombe, in fact, 
jthe whole Alberta clip is this year dis- 
posed of in organized marketing. 

fee is $1.00 and each 


Membership 

member may ship his wool to this as- 
sociation after each fieece has been 
properly tied and sacked, The wool 
is graded by an expert from the Do- 
minion Government, the weight and 
grade credited to the proper shipper 
and then tenders are asked for. The 
woo! is sold on grade entirely, and 
each person paid for the weight and 
grade shipped. Consider the old me- 
thod of rolling all the wool in a sheet 
and taking it to the country store 
where a due bill was received and the 
price of the wool taken out in trade. 
Good and bad wool was all put in to- 
gether and the result was the whole 
lot went into a low grade because the 
poor could not be separated from the 
geod, Furthermore, several buyers 
come to one point where they eom- 
pete for the wool and thereby the 
market price is realized. They are 
saved the expense of going to small 
towns or to the farmers’ yards to 
make the purchase. One buyer may 
want a certain grade while another 
buyer may have a market for another 
grade, so the grades are directed to 
the market where they are most in 
demand, 


Grain Trade Organized. 
Most of you are sufficiently familiar 
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with the grain trade so that we need 
not spend much time on it. You know 
of the grain commission which oper- 
ates under the direction of the Dom- 
inton Government in the interests of 
the grain trade. It exercises very 
great powers with respect to the con- 
trol of the trade, not only in the mat- 
ter of grading but also in the general 
handling and movement. You = are 
aware that official graders are kept at 
various points to inspect for dockage 
and to grade all grain passin: through 
auch points. On account of this orga- 
nization and because of the possibility 
of getting a grade on grain, a farmer 
may pick up a daily paper and learn 
the quotations on wheat for a certain 
day so that he knows exactly what his 
wheat is worth. I speak of the grain 
trade being highly organized in’ the 
interests of the producer, It might 
seem that there are too many com- 
mission men for the good of the trade, 
I believe, however, that most of these 
men serve a useful purpose in the 
matter of financing, storing and gen- 
eral movement, The Grain Growers’ 
Grain Co., which is a farmers’ orga- 
nization, established and operated for 
the purpose of marketing has had a 
steadylig influence on the trade. 
The representatives of this company 
hold places on the chief grain ex- 
changes and handle a large amount 
of grain, Thus the representative of 
the producer is in a position to know 
Just how his grain is handled to pre- 
vent any undue profits being regularly 
extracted by unscrupulous middle- 
men, 


Butter Business, 


Doubtless many of you are familiur 
with the butter trade as carried on in 
this province. The Department of 
Arriculture operates a marketing ser- 
vice branch under the direction of 
Mr, Marker, Dairy Commissioner, All 
creameries desiring to avail them- 
selves of this market may by signing 
an agreement with the department 
have thetr butter) muarketed through 
the branch, The butter is shipped ri- 
rect to the Dairy Commissioner at Cal- 
gary, where it is put in cold storage, 
graded and may be sold immediately 
or held for a better price. The com- 
missioner or one of his staff reports 
directly to the butter-maker on the 
quality of the butter, advises respect- 
ing improvement and even sends out 
instructors to the factories to con- 
sult with the makers respecting im- 
provement in the quality of the out- 
put. When a buttermaker finds a 
spread of from six to eight cents per 
pound in price between the low grade 
and the best, he is naturally anxious 
to improve and the result has been 
that in factories where a *@ per- 
centage of butter was a lo. “rade 4 
few years ago, it is now : ty 
classed in the higher grad: 
department has impressed u, the 
butter-maker that it takes good cream 
to make good butter, with the result 
that cream also is now paid for on 
grade and by this system the careless 
farmer is forced to improve his meth- 
ods for the good of the whole indus- 
try. If creameries do not wish to 
have their butter marketed direct 
through our service, we _ will grade 
samples of each churning and give a 
certificate of grade, on which certifi- 
cate the sale is finally made by priv- 
ate treaty. This system has had a 
beneficial effect in standardising the 
grades. 


Timothy Sced. 


Late last season it was learned by 
officials of our department that there 
was a considerable amount of timothy 
seed in the province for which there 
was little sale, an investigation was 
made and it was found that there was 
a good market in Toronto and Mon- 
treal for timothy with the result that 
several cars of Alberta grown seed 
were shipped. The reports from pur- 
chasers go to show that Alberta grown 
seed is superior in quality to most of 
that grown in Eastern Canada, Not- 
withstanding this fact our Alberta 
product had not formerly found its 
way into a large market, This year 
the department hopes to organize the 
timothy growers of Alberta so that it 
will be possible for them to market 
their seed on a good basis, The 
timothy will be shipped from all parts 
of the province to the internal eleva- 
tor at Calgary where it will be clean- 
ed by modern machinery, officially in- 
spected and graded, carload shipments 
made up and sent through to Toronto 
and Montreal where the marketing 
will be supervised by a representative 
of the producers and by an official of 
the Department of Agriculture. 


In Grip of Monopolies 


The meat trade of Western Canada 
is perhaps in the worst need of organ- 
ization from the farmers’ standpoint. 
By its nature it lends itself to mon- 
opoly with the result that the grade is 
now in the hands of two or three 
firms and its does not require much 
argument to convince one that condi- 
tions might be improved when we con- 
sider the discrepancies in price be- 
tween the live weight price of hogs 
and the price of bacon per pound in 
the retail store. For instance, there 
fire farmers near Saskatoon who sell 
live hogs for ten cents a pound to 
Winnipeg buyers and who purchase 
bacon back from the Winnipeg houses 
for thirty-five or forty cents per 
pound. Why is it that when the price 
of cattle on foot in England is about 
double the price in Alberta that the 
price of a sirloin steak in Edmonton is 
about the same as the price in Liver- 
pool. But this is not the greatest 
grievance, the market for hogs today 
is between 10 and 11 cents a pound, a 
year and a half ago it was from four 
to five cents a pound. The unstead- 
iness of the live stock market is the 
one thing which is working against 
the best interests of the live stock 
production in the West today. We 
must endeavor to reach a place where 
we will have in livestock as we have in 
grain—fewer middlemen with a 
steadier market and above all pay- 
ment on a quality basis, 


Organization of Markets 


The actual work of organization of 
markets for farm products by the 
farmers themselves involves perhaps 
more than would at first appear, It 
must be remembered that we already 
have organizations for marketing 
farm products, not manned by farmers 
but by people who make a special 
business of this and who are in no 
way interested in production, In too 
many cases they only serve to rob the 
farmer of a large share of the profits 
which rightfully belong to him and 
which must go to him if he is to re- 
ceive a fair return for hia labor and 
investment. We will observe then 
that the new organization will have to 
be built up in the face of some diffi- 
culties, Because of ita existence, the

BUYERS OFFER 
A FLAT PRICE 


Adopting Practice of Purchasers 
For British and Canadian 
Armies 


The buyers of horses for the French 
government, who will be at the Ed- 
monton Exhibition Grounds all day 
Thursday, August 24th, have adopted 
the practice of the British and Cana- 
dian buyers of paying a flat price for 
all animals of each class, This re- 
duces tue transaction to a very simple 
proposition. It is the business of the 
buyer to determine whether or not the 
animal offered is worth the price 
fixed. It is the business of the seller 
to determine whether the price fixed 
is worth as much to him as the animal 
he is offering. All haggling over prices 
is thus done away with, and every man 
is able to determine before he leaves 
home whether or not the prices are 
satisfactory. 

W. J. Stark, socretary of the Al- 
berta Provincial Horse Breeders’ As- 
sociation, who are co-operating with 
the French buyers, states that while 
rumors have been circulated that grey 
horses will not be accepted, this is not 
correct. The buyers for the French 
army will accept any color, All horses 
must be full fifteen hands (5 feet) 
high, between five and nine years of 
age, and “harness wise.” The prices 
paid are $130 for horses weighing be- 
tween 1100 and 1200 pounds, and $140 
for herses weighing between 1200 and 
130° = pounds,

former organization is rendered use- 
less, As the new one grows in effi- 
ciency and completeness the business 
of the old one disappears, Where 
co-operative shipping associations 
have been formed great difficulties 
have been encountered particularly 
when co-operative shipments have 
been made to large markets, Com- 
mission men have been knowa to boy- 
cott the co-operative shippers and to 
persist in doing this with a view to 
destroying the organization, They 
are afraid that the man who produces 
will learn too much, will get too wise, 
with the result that there will be less 
to divide amongst the middlemen. 
Through persistency in effort, how- 
ever, these newly formed organiza- 
tions have been able to over-ride the 
boycott; with the result that in some 
of the states and in some European 
countries the local buyer is a thing 
of the past and thereby hundreds of 
thousands of dollars have been plac- 
ed in the pockets of farmers that 
would otherwise have gune to men 
who performed no useful service in 
the economy of the trade. The sys- 
tem has brought the farmer into such 
close contact with the trade that he is 
in a position to gain information re- 
specting the requirements of the mar- 
ket. The distributing house which has 
to dispose of the goods to a discrim- 
inating public is placed in a position 
whereby it can advise the farmer of 
the wishes of the people to whom it 
is catering, with the result that the 
farmer is educated to produce a bet- 
ter article and I know of no one who 
is in a better position to educate the 
farmer than the man who purchases 
his goods and immediately sells those 
goods to the consumer. 
Era Opportune 

It would seem that it is timely for 
us to be considering this question of 
marketing. An opportunity appears 
to be presented to Canada at the 
present time of developing a trade 
with other countries. Countries en- 
gaged in the present war have had 
their trade channels of long standing 
broken so that they now possess no 
Special advantages over younger 
rivals, <A new trade era is being es- 
tablished, Denmark has had to cut 
down on her hog supply because she 
cannot buy American corn and Rus- 
sian barley; the live stack supply of 
the warring nations has been greatly 
depleted, trade barriers are being 
erected, in short, commercial connec- 
tions have been broken and will have 
to be re-established. 


In this new enterprise in the de- 
velopment and establishment of mar- 
kets it has been well said that Canada 
will be faced by the “keenest compe- 
tition of wit, business acussen and in- 
tense application which capital and 
brains can furnish.” Let us remem-

only need apply. When answering 
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ber for instance that the old Russian 
empire is being awakened by the cir- 
cumstances through which she is 
passing—that she will be a keen 
competitor in our wheat market sit- 
uated as she is so that the charge for 
transportation is about half of ours, 
the cost of production a third less, We 
must Ye prepared to create such an 
effective system that we can meet 
such competition on its own ground 
and let us remember that permanent 
success depends upon not only com- 
mercial enterprise but upon the in- 
tegrity and = scientific intelligence 
which characterizes every phase of 
vur business operations, 

I have tried to point out that prac- 
tically all industries except agricul- 
ture are protected by marketing or- 
Re eens or else they are protected 
»y tari! policies; that the farmer is 
not protected much by either, indeed 
his market is restricted by the tariff 
and when he buys he is mostly forced 
to buy in a protected market. 

Finally let me urge that marketing 
organizations be not developed too 
fast; let them start only where there 
is a real demand, let them grow from 
small proportions as conditions war- 
rant and by such a method proper 
men will be found to man them, Thus 
& healthy organization will be estab- 
lished on a sound structure, Organ- 
ization will raise the quality of the 
product because the goods are sold on 
a quality basis, It will direct the 
goods to the proper market, establish 
channels of trade, make for a steady 
market, get the ultimate dollar for 
the farmer for the thing he raises, and 
to my mind these are the essential 
elenients in the economy of any com- 
mercial enterprise.

Vegreville’'s commercial and indus- 
trial development is measured by its 
last year's exports of 600 carloads of 
grain with a considerable quantity 
still held by the farmers, and 600 car- 
loads of cattle, sheep, and swine, for 
the purchase of which two stock 
buyers operate large local stockyards 

The distribution of a large total of 
cash by the city dairies enables the 
dairy farmera to eniarge their stables 


and = farm buildings, Incidentally 
much of this cash returns to Vegre- 
ville in exchange for lumber and 


hardware purchased from local bus- 
iness concerns. 

The Fairbanks flour mill is operated 
continuously the year around, 

In the last two years the farmers of 
Buropean and Anglo-Saxon descent 
have made substantial progress as a 
result of satisfactory crops, and 1916 
will continue the same _ story. The 
farmers are meeting their obligations 
satisfactorily, and the tendency is 
rather to discharge mortgages than to 
take out new loans. 

The Alberta Hotel is keeping up its 
standard of service and accommoda- 
tion for the travelling public. The 
Queen's Hotel has remodelled its bar 
and operates a soft drink emporium, 

Auto liveries and motor bus stages 
run regular routes to the large tribu- 
tary territory to the north of Vegre- 
ville, 

Joseph Adams, who acted as judge 
of the floral department at the fair, 
carries on gardening as a side line. He 
cultivates raspberries, black currants 
and gooseberries, He has succeeded 
with tame strawberries, He is a stu- 
dent of nature, and has mounted 300 
different kinds of butterflies, moths, 
ete., found in Alberta. 

Homesteaders Successful 

Many of the homesteaders of the 
district who are, or rather, were non- 
English speaking, have attained won- 
derful success by enlarging and im- 
proving their land holdings and bet- 
tering their conditions immensely 
since coming to Canada. A few ex- 
amples are worthy of note, 


Stephen Porayko came form Kolo- 
mea, near Stanislau, Galleia, sixteen 
years ago without a cent. He worked 
the first summer near Fort Saskatche- 
wan at $15 per month, and home- 
steaded near Vegreviile, Today he 
owns 640 acres, over half of clear 
title, and has about $00 acres of crop 
and 100 acres of new. breaking. He 
has a dozen draught horses, 30 to 40 
cattle, 100 pigs, a new barn 30 by €0 
feoi, and contemplates erecting a mod- 
ern two-storey brick house, ie ships 
cream to the dairy and markets his 
grain by the carload, He now speaks 
good English and his boys are recely- 
ing a good English edueation, 

John Svarich homesteaded 16 years 
ago. He now farma 480 acres, of 
whoch 150 acres are in crop, He has 
450 head of cattle, 15 horses, 70 piga 
and the Svarich dairy butter haa won 
prizes for the last three years at the 
fair, His two sons are. successful 
business men in the town, 


Jim Gosko has erected a_ three- 
storey cernent home on his 320-acre 
farm. He has big bunches of cattle 
und good horses, 


Timko Gosko homesteaded 16 years 
ago and now owns a section of land, 

P, Melnyk, of Myrnam, only eight 
years from Ukrania, has a 320-acre 
farm with a good house and live stock 
equipment, 

vanko Zasiejbido, who homesteaded 
about 9 years ago, cultivates 300 
acres, of which 215 acres is in crop 
and the rest summer fallow, He now 
owns 640 acres, most of it clear title. 
He has a modern farm home and an 
automobile. He speakrs good Eng- 
lish and has adapted himself to Can- 
ada's conditions, His oldest son is 
now a teacher in one of Alberta’s pub- 
lic schools, 

The settlers from Anglo-Saxon 
countries have also made good, Pro- 
gress and development increases each 
year. 

Vegreville district has more than 
doubled its allotment for the Can- 
nadian patriotic fund, In the town of 
Vegreville more money was given 
than was asked. from the-whole con- 
stituency,

Haig’s Armies Reich Out Along Front Southwest of Martinpich and 
mash the Huns—French on Verdun Sector Steadily Winning 
Back Positions Lost to Crown Prince 


Paris, Aug. 17—"“The operations on 
the Somme yesterday were merely a 
detail of the offensive, and of only 
local attacks,” a high military officer 
explained today to the Associated 
Press, “but significance is derived 
from the fact that the Germans did 
not counter attack as usual, Never 
before have they failed to react when 
successfully attacked, and their fall- 
ure to do so in this case is either @ 
sign or weakness, or more likely, be- 
cause of confusion of orders, 

“The precision with which the 
French offensive has been carried out 
is shown by the fact that every ob- 
jective designated in advance of an 
action had been reached. At Maure- 
pus a certain number of houses were 
selected and every one of them was 
captured and occupied; it never was 
intended to attempt the occupation of 
the eatire village. 

Gains Without Huge Losses. 

“One consequence of this precision 
in the French operations is the reduc- 
tion of losses to a minimum, The op- 


erations in Artois and in Champagne 
Cost five times more than all the 
ground gained on the Somme, The 
urpose is to destroy the German 


orces, and the Franco-British offffen-
